Rubinstein obtained a passport in 
the Portuguese colony of Macao 
off the China coast by swearing he 
was the illegitimate product of an 
affair between his mother and a 
Portuguese nobleman, 

With this in 1938, Ru- 
binstein entered the United States 
by way of Canada, under the name 
of Serge Manuel Rubinstein de Ro- 
vello. Portugal later repudiated the 
Passport, leaving Rubinstein once 
again a stateless outcast. 

Plunging into Wall strect, he 
gained control of the old Postal 
Telegraph Co., and is reported to 
have dragged down a cool million 
when it merged with Western Un- 
ion, He was credited with clear- 
ing another million by his mani- 
pulations during the unification of 
the New York subway system,

Lord Bertrand Russell, the noted British philosopher, 
has on several occasions recently expressed his deep con- 
cern over the trend of world events. It is a concern which 
4s shared by- millions of his fellow-men, in all quarters of 
the globe, of almost every conceivable variety of politi- 
‘cal allegiance.” Comparatively few of these ns, 
©> however, share Lord Russell’s ability to voice their concern 
~ in thought-provoking and attention-compelling sentences. 
‘: "One of the developments which alarmts Lord Russell 
i isthe growth of fanaticism. There is today in the 
United Btates, he says, 8 belief that Communist 
fanaticism can only be defeated by a ma anti-Com- 
munist fanaticism. 

Most of us will agree with Lord Russell that this 
is undesirable, that any endeavor to fight fire with fire 
is likely to spread the flames rather than to douse them. 

There is, however, one Communist trait which it is 
essential that anti-Communists imitate if they are ever 
to find an effective answer to Communist propaganda. 

In all the nations of the west, and in the east too, 
governments are concerned about the resence of native 
Communists. They know that the allegiance of

Part 1 — How Curling Came te Canada 


If you asked the average sports fan: 
“What is Canada’s most popular winter 
sport?” he undoubtedly would reply: “Hockey”. On the basis of 
participant activity, he would be completely wrong. 


Probably 50,000 boys in Canada play hockey in some form 
or other. But 200,000 men, women and children are 
curling addicts, It is questionable, Indeed, whether any other 
pariciosn sport In North America attracts so many ardent fol- 
lowers. 


It is well over a century ago that the Royal Montreal Curl- 
ing Club began to issue franchises to members transferred to 
different parts of Canada. The ancient club was then acting as 
headquarters of the Royal Caledonia in Canada. Since then 
other provinces have set up their own curling headquarters 
although Montreal, the eastern part of Ontario and Quebec 
generally are still part and parcel of the Scottish 


organization, 
which took the “Royal” title in 1842 when Queen Victoria visit-. 


ed Scotland, and attended a curling contest. 


Many clubs In Canada can boast of having achieved the 
ripe old age of 100 years, or more. A popular tradition is that 
members of a Scottish regiment statioried at Quebec introduced 
the game to Canada, using cannon palls cut in half to spin 
along the ice surfaces. 


Factually, it is known that the Montreal Curling Club was 
founded in 1807, and records indicate that the first inter-city 
curling match was played in 1835, between teams representing 
Montreal and Quebec City. 


In proverblally Scottish eastern Nova Scotia, particularly 
in Pictou county, curling came into being more than a century 
“ago. Scots who settled at Albion Mines soon after 1827 were 
first to play the game in that country, and minutes of the Blue- 

* nose Club in New Glasgow date back to 1853. 


The Hamilton Thistle Club Is 101 years old. Before this club 


was founded, there was some scattered curling in the district. - 


As far back as 1838, Hamilton Curlers were at a loss how te get 
stones. A woodworker in nearby Fergus made a set of ‘stones’

Without this, he will look back at 
50 upon a life that seems a bar- 
ren wasteland. 

For many of -us, no doubt, 
there can-hever be anything but 
smell moments. We cen pile 
ther up, but we cannot erect a 
bigger edifice upon them, 

This should not move us to 
deep regret. The big. moments, 

the great men, are few. The 
test of living is the ability to 
make the most of the small mo- 
ments, to push life to the farthest 
horizons permitted by - one’s 
limitations, 

As there are no great moments 
without a base of smaller ones, 
so there are no great men with- 
out the vast accumulated ac- 
complishments and experience of 
smaller ones to draw upon.

It would be a 
mistake, I think, to assume that 
such condemnations will not be 
accepted at face value by some 
sections of the public: the result 
can only be a further decline in 
the status that learning holds in 
this country. It is not just the 
institutions cited by Mr, Black- 
more which are condemned, but 
any institutions which have grad- 
uates of these schools on their 
faculty = - this would include 
practically every university in 
Canada and many in the United 
States, 

It is to be hoped that the press 
will not allow these widely dis- 
seminated . charges to have 30 
pernicious an effect on the public 
mind in this country.

In simple glaucoma, loss of vision 
is arrested in 70 per cent of the 
cases, 20 per cent retain a useful 
amount of sight, and only 10 per 
cent fall to respond. In acute glau- 
coma, the results are Jess en- 
couraging, but proper surgical at- 
tention salvages countless years of 
sight, impaired though it may be.

That statement wes made on 
Thursday by D. W. Ogilvie, di- 
rector of the Ontario division of 
Blue Cross, in an address to 75 
group leaders of Blue Cross plans 
in effect in Belleville.

Mr. Ogilvie stated that since the 
origin of Blue Cross in Dallas, 
Texas, in 1929, the plan has 
spread across the world to pro- 
vide prepaid hospital care for 47 
million people. 

Blue Cross was established in 
Ontario in 1937 as a division of 
the Ontario Hospital Association.

In 1937, the year Blue Cross 
was Introduced, hospital revenue 
was received from: patient fees, 
57 per cent; provincial grants, 9.6 
per cent; municipalities approx- 
imately 24 per cent and philan- 
thropy about seven per ‘cent.

“Rates are based on costs,” sai 
Mr. Ogilvie, “keeping always tn 
mind the cost of professional and 
technical services.
